Within two weeks the flght 
will be over, and the. campaign has 
already degenerated Into one of per- 
sonalities rather than economic 
issues.

Stocks are in 
strong hands, and prices generally 
upon a level that should lie attrac- 
tive to investors. The recent reac- 
tion will probably tie beneficial, be-

It is the man who 
sedulously applies himself to one 
thing that produces the great re- 
sults.- Constant study and medita- 
tion on one thing makes a man nar- 
row. Without do -lit, in every case 
It detracts from his personality, 
and as a social being he deteriorates: 
he lose* much that benefits others 
by contact with him. But if narrow- 
ness make* for deepness and that 
deepness Is In the right place, and 
he produces steady results of useful- 
ness, we can’t complain at the loss 
of his highest social attribute*. On 
the other hand, the world Is full of 
poor, weak, useless bores of cranks, 
lacking gentua. producing uo result*, 
excepting ennui and disgust, con- 
stantly harping on one side of some 
great truth until they wear them- 
selves through In one place One 
pertinent truth we have discovered; 
that a crank never attaches Itself to 
anything; it has to be attached by 
circumstances or otherwise., and 
when tt makes a noise at its turning. 
It needs greasing. It i*n’t preaching.

This letter addressed "Mr, Ogcl- 
vey, Paducah. Ky " In the same 
crude handwriting was received by 
Patrolman la-lie Ogilvte October 18. 
he say*. At the time Patrolman 
Ogllvle said nothing about the letter 
in the hope that It might have been 
a prank, bnt he never ceased hi* 
effort to solve the mystery of the 
death of Frank McManus. Instead 
of a signature the letter wa.- con- 
cluded with a crude skull and cross 
bones. The letter was w ritten on a 
small sheet of ordinary cheap writ- 
ing paper, and was mailed ln an en- 
velope without any- marks of Identi- 
fication. The handwriting Is legible, 
but crannied as If the writer desired 
to conceal his natural band writing 

Early Sunday morning Patrolman 
Ogllvle any a he was shot at w hile 
patrolling his heat. 

Patrolman Ogllvle gave h's version 
of the rhootlng a< follows; "While 
my partner. Patrolman Schraedt-r, 
stood at Tenth and Jones streets I 
walked west to Twelfth and Jones 
street* and reported to the polio* 
station at 2:30 o'clock. I was re- 
turning to Tenth and Jones street, 
and when I was about two third* 
acrosu the alley between Tenth and 
Eleventh streets, I heard *a bullet 
whiz near my face. Instantly- I 
dropped to the ground, as I was un- 
prepared for such an attack. Three 
shota were fired In quick succession, 
but as a fell I saw the flash from the 
last shot, and 1 estimate that he 
must have been 3© or 4 <V yards from 
the month of the alley. 

"My pistol was la the left pocket 
of my overcoat, and when 1 fell I 
reached for it, and a* quickly as pos- 
sible emptied the pistol about the spot 
I had seen the Gash. After reload- 
ing my* pistol* I walked up the alley, 
but did not see anyliody. I heard 
somebody walking ln the lumber 
>-ard as If they had jumped lb- 
fence. 1 called to Patrolman 
Schraerfer. and went to the mouth of 
the alley on Tenth street, but failed 
to find anybody. 

In a few minutes we went back to 
the hox at Twelfth and Jones streets, 
and Informed Night Captain Dorian, 
and asked him to have all the patrol- 
men close In and pick up ail sus- 
pects. We gathered in several 
negroes out on the streets, in hiding 
a negro woman, who was crazy on 
coke.” 

Immediately after the shooting the 
firemen on watch at the No. 4 sta- 
tion heard the footsteps of a man 
walking rapidly east on Jones street, 
while Captain Harry Rudolph, who 
wa* awakened by the fhotB. |K>errd. 
out the window and saw a man walk- 
ing down the street.

In a few minutes after the police 
headquarter* waa notified of th- 
shooting. O. T. Riley, of Wlckllff*. 
whote bloodhounds gave an exhibi- 
tion at Wallace park yesterday, was 
secured. With tbe dogs be wa* 
rushed to the scene in an nutomu- 
blle In lest than an hour after tin- 
attempted aM*n-sifi*tion 

The dogs took the trial of Patrol- 
man easily, and followed hie foot 
steps up the alley, but only once did 
they get an> thing like a trail of thr 
shootist.
